Make a Raid in Wilkes--Eighteen — 
Blockade Distileries Demolish- 
ed the First Day--Fourteen 
Hundred Gallons of 
Contraband Whiskey 
Seized From One 
Woman 
Stands on a Stump and “Curses Out” 
the Whole Brigade--The Heads — 
Knocked Out of Nine Barrels 
and the Raid Closes With 
a Big Drunk.

ENT. ] 
STATESVILLE, N. C., 
May 13'h, 1876. 
On Tuesday morning last, the 9th 
inst., aspecial force of the “Internal” 


Revenue Department, consisting of | 


fourteen able-bodied men armed totte 
teeth, under the directorship of Mr. 
Jacob Wagimer, a special agent for 
the department, who has for the last 
four mouths been operating in the 
counties of Greenville, Pickens and 
Brartanburg, in South Carolina, left 
this place for atwo days raid in 
Wilkes. They kept the Wilksboro 
road until they reached Hunting 
Creek ; thence they proceeded up the 
vales and gorges of this beautiful 
mountain rill, closely inspecting each 
and every cavern grotto and suspcious 
place that came under their observa- 
tion. When the curtain of night 
o’ershadowed the earth,it caught the 
party in Wilkesboro iamenting over 
the spoilsof their first day’s invasions 
which being the consolation that 
they had “busted” eighteen illicit 
distilleries and captured nine pris- 
oners. The bext morning the nine 
offenders were arrainged before 
United States Commissioner Jas. C. 
Anderson, he being taken along for 
‘de’casion’ gave bond for theirappear 
ance at the next term of the Federal 
Courtin this place. The party then 
girded their steeds and continued the 
rampant seizing five more distillerie® 
by dinnertime. Aboutthree or four 
o’clock they reached Ready’s river, 
twelve miles above Wilkesboro and 
rushed into the still-house ef J. L. 
W bittington. While the officers were 
breaking in the frontdoor Whitting- 
ton gaived access to the mountains 
from the back, but was apprehended 
by several of the party as he was 
makiaug his way up the mountain 
aLout a hundred yards distant, sey- 
eral shots were fired at him but to 
no effect. Thecontents of this still 
house consisted of two copper. stills, 
worms, mash tubs,whiskey vats, and 


‘fourteen hundred gallons of the very 


best quality of pure double distilled 
corn whiskey. During this tumult 
of excitement Mrs. Whittington, a 
rustic mountain bloomer was mak- 
ing desperate efforts to gain the top 
of a ten foot stump, which she 
finally did, and proceeding with 
marked logic and sarcasm, to ‘‘cuss 
out the whole brigade, at each utter- 
ance, cutting to the quick, the ‘In- 
fernal Revenue,’ radicals and radical- 
ism.’’ During this ‘‘stump speech’’ 
the officers turned the barrelson their 
heads, took out their pipes and _ lis- 
tened attentively,and when herlady- 
ship had concluded, the raiders pro- 
cured ‘eight wagons to convey the 
apoils of this invade to this place, 
but ascertaining that the capacity of 
the wagons was not sufficient to car- 
ry more than twenty-four barrels of 
spirits to this place, they knocked 
the heads out. of nine barrels, asked 
the old woman to have a drink, and 
wound up the raid witha “big drunk,”’ 
and what they couldn’t drink, poured 
on the ground. The party arrived 
safely in this place last night, (Fri- 
day).
